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Belleville area hit by storm, raging 
winds, falling trees on Sunday

On Sunday night, a strong storm blew into 
the Belleville area, toppling trees, turning 
off electricity to 8,000 in the Belleville and 
Canton areas, and generally making life 
miserable. 

At the Wayne County Fairgrounds, the 
Pug ‘n’ Play dog party ended around 4 
p.m. and, next door at the fairgrounds, 
the Democratic session to introduce party 
candidates wrapped up at 5 p.m. By the 
time all those participants were headed 
home, the winds got stronger and the rain 
started pelting. 

Power started sputtering out across the 
area and people with generators turned 
them on. 

A person in Country Pond Estates in 
Van Buren Township was taken to the 
hospital with carbon monoxide poisoning 
on Monday morning, after putting his 
generator in the attached garage with the 
door up just a bit for circulation Sunday 
night. 

Fires erupted and were battled, including 
one at the Five Star Market in Sumpter 
Township. 

Fire crews in Van Buren Township sawed 
up trees that blocked roadways on Haggerty 
near Bemis, Hannan near the freeway, and 
other locations. 

A big, old tree blew down in the old part 
of Hillside Cemetery. Another grand old 
tree was toppled on Bak Road between 
Hull and Bemis. 

Generators kept emergency services 
going in the Sumpter Township and City 
of Belleville police departments. North of 
I-94, power was interrupted here and there, 
but the Van Buren Township Hall was open 
as usual on Monday. 

The VBT Board held its work/study session 
as usual on Monday afternoon, followed 
by a special Downtown Development 
Authority meeting to select a contractor for 
the fence it is putting up along Belleville 
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Road near Harmony Lane. 

Sumpter Township Hall was without 
power on Monday and Belleville City Hall 
employees worked in the cold building 
until about 1 p.m. and then went home. 
Monday’s Belleville City Council meeting 
was cancelled and reset for Wednesday 
night. 

All the Van Buren Public Schools and 
Keystone Academy were closed Monday 
for lack of power. Monday night’s VBPS 
school board work/study session was 
cancelled. 

Downtown Belleville businesses were 
closed with some saying it looked like a 
ghost town. 

Andrew’s Drugs, however, pulled out its 
generator by its back door and put out a 
sign saying it was open for business. 

News reports say Willow Run Airport 
had gusts of 70 mph winds on Sunday. 


Sunday fire damages 
Five Star Market on 
Willis Road in Sumpter

A fire erupted in the front of the newly 
remodeled Five Star market on Willis Road 
in Sumpter Township at about 6:45 p.m. 
Sunday. 

Chelsea Schultz said she was making a 
pizza at the adjoining Benito’s Pizzeria 
when a customer started shouting out that 
there was a fire in the front. 

Store owner Roy Atcho tried putting out 
the fire in the bottle return storage area part 
of the store with a fire extinguisher, but it 
couldn’t be put out and they called 911. 

Sumpter Township Deputy Fire Chief 
Rick Brown said he was helping Van Buren 
Township fire fighters with a downed wire 
on Elwell Road, when the call came in.

signed an automatic mutual aid agreement 
and so VBT sent its ladder truck to the fire. 

Augusta Township also was sent to a store 
fire on Willis Road, but went west instead 
of east on Willis from Rawsonville and then 
saw the fire at Five Star and turned around to 
join the other fire fighters. 

Deputy Chief Brown said Augusta Township 
also has automatic mutual aid with Ypsilanti 
Township so Ypsilanti Township fire fighters 
were soon on the scene, as well. 

Brown said that the winds from the south 
and heavy rain actually helped them fight 
the fire by blowing the flames out of the 
north side of the building while fire-fighting 
efforts continued. 

Brown said there is smoke and water 
damage to the market and Benito’s Pizza has 
water damage. The adjoining hair salon and 
nearby Kneads Dough bakery in the strip 
mall were not damaged. 


Brown said the fire was under control within 
45 minutes to an hour and fire departments 
were able to clear in about two hours. 

The cause of the fire remains under 
investigation. 

Brown said Acho is working with his 
insurance company and hopes to be able to 
reopen soon.

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Belleville DDA hears good news 
about grant from Michigan DNR

On Friday, the Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority got the good news 
that its grant application to the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources for funds 
to upgrade Horizon Park is rated #1 of all 
the applications received statewide. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson 
received the news in a letter on Friday 
and on Wednesday, at the regular DDA 
meeting, members were enthusiastic over 
the looming grant. 

The recommendations for matching 
grants from the Natural Resources Trust 
Fund go before the fund board on Dec. 14 
and its recommendation goes before the 
state legislature for final approval. It is 
unclear when that would happen. 

The proposed Horizon Park lakeside 
upgrade project is expected to cost about 
$172,400. 

At its Feb. 20 meeting the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority voted 
unanimously to offer matching cash funds 
of 30%, to help get the state grant. 

The lakeside project wouldn’t be ready 
for construction until 2014 and DDA 
Coordinator Thompson said they could 
put the matching amount of $51,720 in the 
2013-14 budget or take it from the fund 
balance at that time. 

After the DDA made this commitment to 
matching funds, the project went back to 
the city council which had to be the entity 
filing the grant application with the state. 

The original proposed improvements 
called for an ADA-accessible, ramped 
floating pier attached to a fixed boardwalk, 
10 new day slips for boaters/shopper docks, 
an ADA-accessible canoe/kayak launch, 
and amenities such as a canoe/kayak slide, 
an additional ADA parking space, signage, 
landscaping, benches and trash receptacles, 
and a concrete pad for an ADA-accessible 
picnic table. 

Spicer Engineering, which brought the 
grant to the DDA’s attention, was paid 
$3,500 to design the grant project. 

Chris Matson of Spicer said the project 
had been upgraded to have a fixed platform 
attached to the floating platform, and now 
it is all ADA-accessible. The proposed 
personal watercraft slips have been 
removed, he said. 

The grant application was supported 
by the Huron River Watershed Council’s 
Water Trail and River Up! programs and 
Van Buren Township. A representative of 
an organization for disabled veterans at 
the University of Michigan spoke in favor 
of the kayak launch at the city’s public 
hearing. 


Some $6,900 worth of upgrades to the 
structure of the present kiosk also includes 
a Huron River canoeing and kayaking 
map. 

Thompson said if Belleville doesn’t get 
the full grant from the state, the DDA will 
reduce the amenities proposed. She said 
those seeking grants get higher up on the 
funding list by offering more in cash- 
matching. The minimum for the grant is 
25% cash match and Spicer suggested 
going with 30%, which they did. 

The Natural Resources Trust Fund consists 
of mineral royalties the state collected from 
1976 to 2011, when the revenue source was 
diverted to a fund for state parks. The fund 
is restricted to spending $25 million to $35 
million in annual interest earnings on land 
acquisitions and recreational development 
projects, according to fund manager Steve 
DeBrabander. 

Grant applications were due April 1. 


VBT Supervisor Combs 
announces LaMothe 
has decided to stay

At the end of the 10-minute work/study 
session of the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees on Monday, Supervisor Linda 
Combs announced that her executive 
assistant Karin LaMothe will be staying on 
in that position. 

At the VBT Downtown Development 
authority meeting that followed, Supervisor 
Combs announced again that LaMothe 
has decided to stay on as her executive 
assistant. 

She said it was a mutual decision. 

Combs said, “She is a great help to me 
and Id hate to lose her.” 

LaMothe had resigned for personal 
reasons effective Oct. 18 and then agreed to 
stay on until Combs hired a replacement. 

LaMothe ran unsuccessfully for township 
clerk in 2012 and was hired by Combs as 
her executive assistant in January 2013, 
promoted to deputy supervisor in June, 
and demoted to executive assistant in 
August, after members of the township 
board criticized her sudden appointment as 
deputy supervisor. 

VBT has never had a deputy supervisor in 
its history, except for this brief, two-month 
span. 

In October Combs tried to put together a 
job description for LaMothe’s replacement, 
but the board had lots of questions on it so 
she took it off the agenda until the budget 
could be studied.

Cobblestone Ridge 
Homeowners’ pres. 
just beginning ... 


Julianne Chard is making sure elected and 
appointed officials in Van Buren Township 
know what the taxpayers in Cobblestone 
Ridge are worried about. 

At last week’s planning commission and 
Tuesday’s regular board of trustees’ meeting, 
Chard told officials how word has gotten 
back to her about VBT considering changing 
the Planned Residential Development 
(PRD) agreements in subdivisions where 
building has stopped for some time. 

Chard is president of the Cobblestone 
Ridge Estates Homeowners Association. 
She also is an architect and knows how to 
research properties. She’s found that those 
open basements with fences around them 
at the front of their development are now 
owned by the county since no taxes were 
paid on some of them since 2006. 

The developer who should be paying 
association dues on the empty lots is 
$20,000 in arrears because he’s using that 
cash to pay off tax liens so he can reclaim 
the basements. Chard said those cattail- 
filled basements are considered blight and 
the township should petition the county to 
demolish them. 

Chard said she and her neighbors paid full 
price for their homes in the unfinished sub 
and if the township is going to change the 
PRD, the homeowners should sign off on any 
changes. There are other issues and Chard is 
not giving up. Her neighbors are depending 
on her to protect their investments. She’s off 
to a good start. 
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A Van Buren Township resident of Tyler 
Road called to tell me about a “prank” phone 
call she received last week. It started with 
a young man asking, “Grandma?” and her 
saying yes. The youth said, “You probably 
don’t recognize my voice. I was in a car 
accident and I have stitches in my lips.” 

That’s when the lady said, “I don’t have 
any grandsons,” and the caller fumbled a bit 
and then hung up. 

She said two of her grandsons were at 
work and the third was in Sumpter. 

“How can anybody do this?” she asked. 
“It’s outrageous.” 

She said she assumed at some point the 
boy would ask for money to be sent and 
some, who weren’t as skeptical as she, 
would send money to help their “grandson” 
who is injured. 

She said when calling, her grandsons 
would identify themselves at once and if 
they wanted money would ask to talk to 
grandpa. 

A man who lives on High Street in the City 
of Belleville said he was interested in the 
details about the senior citizens who wanted 
to use the city’s public rest rooms, but they 
were locked. 

He said the doors of the restroom at Horizon 
Park are locked, all right, but the city leaves 
the lights on inside 24/7. He suggests people 
drive by after dark and see for themselves. 

It was very strange to be creeping around 
in my dark, Main Street office on Monday 
without any electrical power. I sort of 
remembered where I put my flashlight and 
finally found it in my desk’s bottom drawer 
— way in the back. 
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First we had to unload from our car a 
bunch of presents for Toys for Tots we got 
over the week end. We carried them into the 
darkened building and put them in the Toys 
for Tots box. 

Then, we had to call DTE to find out when 
power might be back. They said around 11 
p.m. (Actually, it came on shortly after 3 
p.m., but who knew?) 

Monday morning we dismantled our main 
production computer and carried it home 
so work could continue. My laptop was no 
problem. We had power at home. I kept on 
with my newspaper routine, but in a different 
place. 

When I went to the 4 p.m. work/study 
meeting at Van Buren Township there were 
lots of stories about what had happened over 
the past 24 hours. 

One of our customers called on Tuesday 
and had another story. 

She said she was flying into Detroit from 
Colorado on Sunday and their plane had to 
land in Chicago because of the winds. 

O’Hare was really crowded and finally, 
Sunday night they put her on a plane to 
Metro Airport, but it was so bumpy everyone 
onboard was sick. After flying around a bit, 
the plane had to land in Lansing because it 
couldn’t in Detroit. 

She said a relative who lives in Lansing 
picked her up at the airport there at 11:30 
p.m. and she could barely hold her head up 
she was so sick. It was the worst plane trip 
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she has ever taken, she said. 

Belleville Police Chief Gene Taylor has 
discussed with me in the past what will 
happen when a large solar flare hits the Earth 
and knocks out all the electronics. He reads 
a lot and learns about 
scary stuff like that, as 
well as a lot of history. 

On Monday, I 
remembered my 
conversations with the 
chief, since our area 
really suffered and pretty 
much ground to a halt in some locations, just 
by being without electrical power for a day. 

Can you imagine what it would be like to 
be without cell phones and computers and 
new automobiles and televisions and cash 
registers in stores? They would be burned 
out, so they would be gone for much longer 
than one day. 

That’s why kids should learn to do their 
sums without computers so in case they 
need to figure something out in the future, 
they can just use their own brains. 


Some people are a little perplexed about 
the “Christmas in Hawaii” theme of the 
upcoming night time parade in downtown 
Belleville during Winterfest. The parade is on 
Saturday, Dec. 7, which is celebrated across 
the U.S. as Pearl Harbor Remembrance 
Day.

The preliminary exam on five felony 
charges for disbarred attorney Thomas 
Andrew White, 46, of Van Buren Township, 
was set for Nov. 13, but has been adjourned 
for the third time.

Question from Robert in Sumpter 
Township: My wife and I bought a 
foreclosed home for cash a few years ago. 
We have done some improvements, but 
want to do some major repairs and don’t 
want to use up the rest of our savings. 

We are looking at either refinancing or 
a Home Equity Loan. Can you explain the 
Home Equity Loan and what way would be 
our most affordable option? 

Answer: Robert, refinancing will be a 
more complicated and longer process. An 
appraisal is required. There are higher 
closing costs and interest rates. Some 
banks also finance a minimum amount for 
a mortgage loan. 

There is a Home Equity Loan which is 
less in costs, but the full amount of the 
loan is paid to you at closing and with a 
fixed interest rate. The monthly payments 
will usually be amortized over a 15-year 
mortgage. You may not need all of this 
lump sum of money for your projects for 
many months or even some years, but will 
be paying interest on the full amount of 
loaned money from the day of closing, with 
a mortgage lien attached to your property. 

The Home Equity Line of Credit is the 
third option, which I feel is the best for 
your needs. There normally is NO upfront 
costs and the interest rate is a lower rate 
and it allows you to take the money you 
need from your equity credit line as you 
need it for improvements. 

A book of checks or a credit card with the 
full line of the credit/equity line amount 
can be taken in increments when and if 
you want to. You only pay the interest on 
the amounts you have taken. You also can 
pay back amounts you have taken with the 
interest to replace the equity balance line. 

The Home Equity Line is a good way for 
you to just do the improvements you need 
it for and not to pay interest or bank closing 
costs on a full mortgage that is costing you 
whether you are using the money or not. 

Check with your accountant. Most Equity 
Loans or Equity Lines interest fees are 
usually tax-deductible.

OKs $45,733 payment 


On the voucher list approved during the 
Nov. 19 meeting of the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees there were two payments 
totaling $45,733 for a consent judgment 
and for payment to the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s office. 

VBT Police Lt. Kenneth Floro said this 
was from a 2012 drug case where Eddie 
Kwon Patterson was originally charged 
with possession with intent to deliver 
marijuana and eventually plead guilty to 
just possession. 

VBT Police had confiscated Patterson’s 
2001 Buick LeSabre and $60,025 in U.S. 
Currency. 

Patterson filed on Sept. 9, 2012 to get 
his forfeited items back and, after almost a 
year, on Aug. 29 the final consent judgment 
was signed. 

Patterson was to get $43,425 back and 
the Wayne County Prosecutor was to get 
$2,308 for its part in the case. 

Lt. Floro said as part of the agreement, 
the VBT police retained $17,500 and 
Patterson’s vehicle.

Sumpter Police arrest 
17 year old carrying 
loaded handgun

Dominic William Rubino, 17, of the 
Milan/Washtenaw County area is facing 
a charge of carrying a concealed weapon, 
a five-year felony, after being arrested in 
Sumpter Township. 

Rubino was arrested by Sumpter Police 
on Nov. 11 and was arraigned Nov. 13 in 
34 District Court. His preliminary exam 
is set for Nov. 27 at the court. 

Sumpter Detective John Toth said Sgt. 
Jim Cayce and Officer Jerry Cox responded 
at 1:51 p.m. to a call reporting a fight on 
Texas in Holiday West mobile home park. 

As they traveled to the scene, the officers 
got additional information over the radio. 
There was a man in a truck and he was 
armed with a gun, the caller told police. 
The caller also reported the dispute started 
in Washtenaw County. 

The caller told police the gun “may have 
been used against people in the park” then, 
that two vehicles were leaving the park at 
an accelerated speed. 

Officer Cox was able to stop both vehicles 
and to retrieve the 9 mm Smith & Wesson 
handgun, which was loaded, from Rubino, 
Det. Toth said. 

He said police learned the gun was not 
brandished in the park by Rubino, but 
its presence allegedly was implied in the 
confrontation.
